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Roadworks will allow movement of turbine parts 


ROUNDABOUTS on the A5 near 
Oswestry are being altered to enable 
huge convoys of lorries to transport 
turbine parts to a new wind farm in 
Mid Wales. 

Work has started to set up concrete 
“overrun” areas across the middle of 
the Mile End and Five Crosses round¬ 
abouts on the outskirts of Oswestry. 
It is being carried out overnight and 


a lane of each island is being coned off 
to ensure workers’ safety. 

It will help lorries carrying large 
parts for 17 turbines at Garreg Llwyd 
Hill wind farm. 

The work, which will take about 
six nights to complete, started on 
Monday evening and comes less than 
two years after £4 million was spent 
remodelling Mile End roundabout, 


causing delays for motorists for sev¬ 
eral months while the changes were 
made. Garreg Llwyd Hill wind farm 
will be built on the Black Mountain 
between Felindre and Llanbadarn 
Fynydd, after the Welsh Government 
granted planning permission. 

Due to be operational by spring 
next year, the 17 turbines that will 
be erected will be transported from 


Ellesmere Port along motorways to 
the A483 and then south into Shrop¬ 
shire and on to Powys. 

Samantha Mayes, spokeswoman 
for Renewable Energy Systems which 
is behind the windfarm project, said: 
“Concreted overrun areas will be 
constructed which will allow the tur¬ 
bine component delivery vehicles to 
manoeuvre safely around the rounda¬ 


bouts on their journey south to site.” 
She said the construction work is 
running from 8pm to 6am, but said 
all work would cease for the Bank 
Holiday weekend. 

Parish councillors in Pant and Lla- 
nymynech are so worried about the 
effect the convoys will have on their 
roads they are planning a site meet¬ 
ing tomorrow (Friday). 


PRESSURE GROWS 
IN BUS CASH ROW

PRESSURE is growing on 
Powys County Council to re¬ 
verse its decision to stop Lla- 
nfyllin High School subsidising 
transport for students. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
this week said he sympathised with 
parents battling the ruling, more than 
800 people have now signed a petition 
calling for the county council to re¬ 
verse the rule and a costly legal bat¬ 
tle edged closer after Llanfyllin Town 
Council gave £500 to the Friends of 
Llanfyllin High School to support the 
group’s campaign to have 
the decision overturned. 

Montgomeryshire Assembly 
Member Russell George this 
week also pledged to raise the 
matter in the Welsh Assembly 
and has confirmed he has writ¬ 
ten to the new Education Sec¬ 
retary Kirsty Williams over the 
issue. The row erupted after it 
was found the school wrongly 
spent £500,000 to subsidise the 
cost of transport for pupils from out-of-catch¬ 
ment areas, including many from the Oswestry 
area. The school was told to pay back some of 
the money and told it must stop subsidising 
transport, raising fears that parents may with¬ 
draw their children from the school. More than 
£2,000 is being raised to fund a legal challenge 
and Llanfyllin Town Council agreed to donate 
£500. Llanfyllin Mayor David Goodman said: 
“We’ve put our money where our mouth is and 
given a sum of £500 from our emergency reserve 
to the Friends of Llanfyllin High School towards 
the cost of their action.” 

And writing in his blog this week, Mr Davies 
wished the campaigners well. He said: “I have 
great sympathy with the people of Llanfyllin 
over this. David defeated Goliath once, and I 
hope the people of Llanfyllin can do the same.” 

Powys County Council has agreed to have an 
independently-led review into the circumstances 
of the school’s use of delegated school funds to 
subsidise home to school transport since 2011.

We’ve come a long way, says restaurant boss

WHEN restaurant owner George Miah 
opened up Oswestry’s first Indian restaurant 
40 years ago, he had a battle on his hands - 
trying to get the English palate to swap from 
its favourite of fish and chips to authentic 
Bangladeshi cuisine. 

This month marks 40 years since Mr Miah 
opened the Simla for business on Beatrice 
Street, Oswestry in May 1976. 

Born in Bangladesh, Mr Miah, 62, moved 
to Shropshire with his uncle at the age of 13 
for a better quality of life and to be able to 


support his family, and although Mr Miah 
is a much-loved member of the community, 
things haven’t always been smooth sailing. 
“I love Oswestry, I love the people here, it’s 
my life but the early days were hard days, we 
took a lot of abuse. At least once a month a 
window would be smashed, people would leave 
without paying, and there was a fight in the 
restaurant at least once a fortnight,” he said. 

“It was difficult but there’s none of that 
anymore. In fact the people who did that will 
come in now and tell their grandchildren what 


they did and how wrong it was, and I find that 
quite special. Things have come a long way.” 

Mr Miah and his wife Julie have become 
popular members of the community. The 
Simla has been staging an annual fundrais¬ 
ing dinner for good causes since 1988 and Mr 
Miah estimates between £70,000 to £80,000 
has been raised through the years. To mark 
its 40th anniversary the restaurant is staging 
two fundraisers this year. The first was held 
last week and the second is being held tonight 
(Thursday) and both have sold out.

Opening hours at 
libraries to be cut 
under new plans 

LIBRARIES in Oswestry and Gobowen 
face more reductions in opening hours as 
part of cost-cutting measures. 

Shropshire Council has unveiled plans 
to cut hours at 12 of the county’s libraries 
in an effort to cut around £55,000 from 
its budget. 

A consultation on the proposals, which 
include blanket changes to close all 12 af¬ 
fected libraries at 5pm, and from 1pm on 
Saturdays, was launched on Tuesday, and 
will run for six weeks. 

The authority says the changes have 
been drawn up based on usage statistics 
which show a 26 per cent decline in the 
number of people visiting libraries in the 
county, as well as a 19 per cent five-year 
drop in the total number of borrowers. 

The changes come as the council is still 
in the process of seeking agreements on 
either new management or funding for 
its libraries. If no agreement is reached 
by September the libraries could face 
potential closure. Under the new plans 
Oswestry Library’s opening hours will 
reduce by 10 hours a week with a forecast 
saving of £9,240 a year. The proposals 
would see the library close at 5pm instead 
of 6pm on Mondays, Tuesdays and Thurs¬ 
days as well as at 1pm on Saturdays. 

Gobowen Library’s opening hours 
would be cut by two hours a week with a 
forecast saving of £1,000. Under the plans 
the library would close at 5pm instead of 
7pm on Tuesdays.

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Court battle over school 
bus cash row edges closer

A COURT battle over Powys 
County Council’s decision to 
stop Llanfyllin High School sub¬ 
sidising transport for students 
has edged closer after town 
councillors agreed to financially 
back a legal fight. 

Llanfyllin Town Council has given 
£500 to the Friends of Llanfyllin High 
School to support the group’s cam¬ 
paign to have the decision overturned. 

The controversy came about after it was 
found the school wrongly spent £500,000 
to subsidise the cost of transport for pu¬ 
pils from out-of-catchment areas, including 
many from the Oswestry area. 

School governors insist Powys County 
Council knew all along about the arrange¬ 
ments but last month the school was told to 
pay back some of the money and the school 
must comply with the transport policy. 

The council decision has raised fears 
many parents may decide they can’t afford 
to pay hundreds of pounds extra a year in 
transport costs and withdraw their chil¬ 
dren from the school. More than £2,000 is 
being raised to fund a legal challenge and at 
its latest meeting Llanfyllin Town Council 
agreed to donate £500. 

Llanfyllin County Councillor Peter Lewis 
said: “The town council realises what a 
terrible impact full implementation of the 
regulation will have not just on the out of 
catchment pupils but the whole school and 
local community. 

“Not least, it will do irreparable damage 
to Welsh language learning and not just for 
those who are not able to access it in Eng¬ 
land but for all our surrounding communi¬ 
ties in north east Powys.” 

Powys County Council has agreed to 
have an independently-led review into the 
circumstances of the school’s use of dele¬ 
gated school funds to subsidise home to 
school transport since 2011. 

Last week it emerged Llanidloes High 
School may have been doing the same 
thing. 

Richard Lloyd, a solicitor representing 
some of the parents of pupils at Llanfyl¬ 
lin, said: “We took advice from a barrister, 
who said there are merits in mounting a 
legal challenge to the decision that Powys 
County Council didn’t take the right course 
of action in implementing their new trans¬ 
port policy back in 2011.” 


WHEN author David Andrews was recov¬ 
ering from prostate cancer he pledged to 
repay the staff at the Lingen Davies Centre 
were he was treated. 

Now he is doing just that, with the 
Oswestry Round Challenge that he has 
launched with the help of Rotarians. 

Mr Andrews and his photographer 
wife, Jane Trudgill, published a book The 
Oswestry Round, which set out a 33-mile 
walking route circling the town. 

With more than 500 copies already sold 
it has raised more than £3,000 for charity. 

Now the book is being used as the basis 
for a challenge on June 11 and 12 for the 
benefit of Cancer Research UK and the 


Lingen Davies Cancer Fund at the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital. 

Oswestry Rotary Club is hosting the 
event with members of the public invited to 
walk or run the route over the two days be¬ 
ginning and ending at the Lion Quays hotel 
and spa complex to the north of the town 
and proceeding anti-clockwise through the 
hills to the west and south to Llanymynech, 
the southernmost point. 

From there, the canal system will take 
walkers through much flatter terrain to ar¬ 
rive once more at the Lion Quays. 

Mr Andrews said: “Jane and I were re¬ 
ally keen to repay the wonderful staff at the 
Lingen Davies Centre where I was treated 


for prostate cancer in 2014. I revived an 
idea for a book which first occurred to me 
about eight years ago. 

“Oswestry is in a pretty unique position, 
having the hill country of Wales to the west 
and the lower land of Shropshire to the 
east. It was fun to devise a circular route. 

“Oswestry Borderland Rotary Club took 
it up with great enthusiasm. 

“Now we want to push on with an annual 
walking event to raise even more money.”

RESIDENTS will have a chance to 
voice their concerns about the opera¬ 
tion of a factory near Oswestry. 

A public meeting will be held to ad¬ 
dress problems experienced by people 
living in Chirk. Officials from Krono- 
span, which makes medium density 
fibreboard in the town, will attend 
the meeting, along with officers from 
Wrexham Council. It will be held on 
June 9 at Chirk Parish Hall. The fac¬ 


tory has been a cause for concern for 
about 20 years. 

Last year the firm pledged to com¬ 
plete a scheme to enclose the area in 
which recycled wood fibres are un¬ 
loaded and stockpiled. Last month 
25 members of the public attended 
a meeting of Chirk Town Council, 
where they claimed that microscopic 
airborne particles from the factory’s 
chimney stacks were a problem, along 


with fumes from the manufacturing 
of formaldehyde. And in an incident 
last month dust and wood fibres were 
thrown into the air from the Krono- 
span factory after a malfunction oc¬ 
curred at the site, residents claimed. 

Candida Pryce, Kronospan spokes¬ 
man confirmed there was a process 
incident at the factory. She said: 
“The inbuilt safety system worked 
and the impact was contained.” And 


in response to the concerns aired at 
Chirk Town Council, she said: “We 
are under way with works to enclose 
in silos a substantial proportion of our 
raw material which is currently stored 
in the open. We expect the work to be 
completed by the end of this summer. 
In the meantime, mitigation measures 
will be in place to minimise any off¬ 
site impact while the project is com¬ 
pleted.”

Officers carry on with 
historic murder probe

A MURDER investigation, which 
saw specialist officers search 
farmland on the outskirts of 
Gobowen, has moved to a further 
stage after police divers were 
called in to examine a stretch of 
the Llangollen Canal. 

Officers from North Wales Police 
sealed off farmland on Henlle Lane 
on the outskirts of Gobowen last week 
as part of an inquiry into what police 
have described as a “historic murder”. 

The inquiry was widened out the follow¬ 
ing day when officers started to examine 
land at Nant-y-Ffrith on the outskirts of k 
Bwlchgwyn near Wrexham on Thursday 
last week. North Wales Police teams have 
completed their search in Gobowen but are 
continuing to search forestry on the out¬ 
skirts of Bwlchgwyn. 

And yesterday (Wednesday) the inquiry 
moved on when divers were called in to 
search the Llangollen Canal at Moreton 
near the village of Weston Rhyn. 

Police said the activity was part of an 
ongoing investigation by North Wales Po¬ 
lice following recent information that an 
unidentified man has been murdered and 
disposed of on the outskirts of Wrexham. 

During the search of the farmland near 
Gobowen on Wednesday last week police 
officers called in military experts. 

Superintendent Sian Beck said during 
the search the expertise of military person¬ 
nel with specialist search equipment was 
required. 

She added the inquiry was “an ongoing 
investigation and we are still attempting 
to identify the man and where his remains 
have been deposited”.

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Group in court to face

A GROUP of men and teenagers - including four from North Shrop¬ 
shire - who appeared in court charged with rape and other serious 
sexual offences have been named.

Broadband 
ambition is 
welcomed 

PLANS to ensure every British household 
has access to high-speed broadband have 
been welcomed. 

In a speech the Queen revealed Govern¬ 
ment plans to legislate on the digital econ¬ 
omy, which will include measures to ensure 
people has access to faster broadband. 

A law enshrining the right to broadband 
will mean that up to a million people in 
rural areas, who have long suffered terrible 
coverage, can demand a better service. 

It aims to bring internet connectivity 
into line with the right to get electric¬ 
ity, telephone and postal services. North 
Shropshire MP Owen Paterson, who has 
campaigned for several months on behalf 
of constituents with poor mobile and broad¬ 
band connections, welcomed the news. 

“It is very good news. We need to make 
sure it does apply to Shropshire and find 
out how it will apply,” he said. 

Patrick Cosgrove of the Shropshire and 
Marches Campaign for Better Broadband 
in Rural Area, said: “It’s good that the 
government is enshrining broadband infra¬ 
structure into legislation, but their ambi¬ 
tion is horribly low, setting lOmb as a floor. 

“It’s a very metropolitan view, suggest¬ 
ing people in cities need fast broadband 
but people in the countryside don’t. It’s 
very shortsighted - you need superfast or 
even ultrafast broadband in place in order 
to attract the high tech entrepreneurs to 
relocate to the countryside, bringing their 
families with them, to encourage rural re¬ 
generation.” 


New centre helps hedgehogs

THEY were once regular visitors to our gar¬ 
dens and our back doors, snuffling around 
for the food we would leave out for them. 

But the ‘common’ hedgehog is now any¬ 
thing but common and is on the list of Brit¬ 
ain’s 10 most endangered species. 

Now a family from Pant, near Oswestry, 
has set up a hedgehog rescue centre at 
home and is asking people to donate food 
and newspaper for bedding. 

Tim Robbins has been on specialist train¬ 
ing courses to learn all about the hedgehog 
and recently welcomed his first two into the 
enclosure he has built in his garden. 

“Hedgehogs can get into trouble if the 
British weather is playing up and they 
go into or come out of hibernation at the 


wrong time,” he said. “They can also be 
injured by dogs and other predators and 
on the roads. Recently there was one that 
became trapped between a greenhouse and 
a wall.” 

Much of the time Mr Robbins and his 
family, including his eight-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, Maisie, will be feeding up the poorly 
hedgehogs until they are of a weight where 
they can survive in the wild. 

“We would be very grateful for donations 
of cat food, in jelly not in gravy, and of old 
newspapers, both of which can be dropped 
off at the Chalk shop in Leg Street,” he said.

Three-year prison sentence 
for masked armed robber 



Jamie Watkiss

A MASKED man who pointed a gun at a terrified shop 
assistant during an armed robbery at a village shop 
has been jailed for three years. 

Jamie Watkiss put on black clothing and a balaclava before 
entering the family-run business. 

He then wielded an imitation firearm, which was actually a low-pow¬ 
ered BB gun, Shrewsbury Crown Court heard. A woman was behind 
the till at The Corner Shop in Morda, near Oswestry, when 29-year-old 

- Watkiss walked in on November 29, 2014. 

Samantha Powis, prosecuting, said 
he pointed the gun at her and said: “I’m 
not going to shoot you. Just give me the 
money.” The shop assistant screamed and 
her father, who runs the shop, pulled her 
back and shut a door separating the shop 
from a private residence. 

Watkiss stole a till, a screen, a scanner 
and two charity boxes before making off in 
a car. The court heard that police arrived 
at the shop and Watkiss was later arrested 
at his home. 

Miss Powis said: “He made full and frank 
admissions to being the man who entered 
the shop and committed the robbery.” 

Watkiss, of Llys Road, Oswestry, pleaded 
guilty to robbery and being in possession of 
an imitation firearm at a previous hearing. 

Debra White, representing Watkiss, said 
he had been in custody since December 
2014 but had been using his time construc¬ 
tively, dealing with alcohol and drug mis¬ 
use and gaining qualifications. 

Mrs White added: “When the till was 
stolen there were charity boxes attached 
to the till. It’s something which he didn’t 
intentionally take.” 

Judge Jim Tindal said the shop assistant 
had been left “traumatised” by the inci¬ 
dent. 

He said Watkiss had been in and out of 
trouble for most of his adult life and at the 
time of the robbery was the subject of a 
community order. 

Judge Tindal told him: “Ultimately, you 
went into that shop with a balaclava on, 
carrying what would have looked to that 
girl behind the till, a real gun. 

“You took the till including the charity 
boxes and made your escape in the car,” he 
added. 

However, he acknowledged that Watkiss 
had reassured the shopkeeper that he was 
not going to use the gun. 

Judge Tindal jailed him for three years 
for the robbery and handed him a 12-month 
prison sentence, to run concurrently, for 
the firearm offence.

Welsh Government plans for 
the reorganisation of local coun¬ 
cils have been thrown into con¬ 
fusion and that could mean bad 
news for Powys. 

Former Public Services Minis¬ 
ter Leighton Andrews had a plan 
to reduce the current councils 
across Wales from 22 to eight 
but Mr Andrews is no longer 
in government after losing his 
Rhondda seat and there will now 
be a complete rethink. 

Under Mr Andrews’s plans 
Powys, the biggest county in 
Wales, was escaping any merg¬ 
ers, other than the sensible one 
of incorporating Powys Health 
Authority. Now that could all 
change as Labour’s manifesto 
did not include a commitment on 
the number of councils it wants 
to see. 

That could be really bad news 
for both Powys councillors and 
staff with all options back on the 
table again - and that means the 
once preferred merger with Ce¬ 
redigion could become reality 
again. As a minority government 
Labour will of course need the 
support of other parties if chang¬ 
es are to happen at all. They cer¬ 
tainly don’t have that support at 
the moment. 

One thing is for certain unless 
the Welsh Government increas¬ 
es the funding package which 
comes to Powys each year we 
can expect more and more es¬ 
sential services to disappear 
for ever on the Powys/Shrop¬ 
shire border. Let’s all hope that 
the newly formed government 
quickly realises the damage be¬ 
ing caused across the county by 
the cutbacks. 

There’s a lot of angry football 
supporters in the Oswestry area 
this week after the achievements 
of Park Hall-based The New 
Saints vanished off a European 
football map which was pub¬ 
lished on the Uefa Euro 2016 
Twitter feed showing the league 
winners of every country. 

Nobody will deny Leices¬ 
ter City the publicity they have 
received for their magnificent 
achievement in winning the 
Premier League but it is taking 
things a bit far to list them as 
champions of Wales too. 

For the Welsh champions 
have disappeared off the face 
of the earth with the emblem of 
Leicester City covering Wales as 
well as England and the exploits 
of treble winning The New Saints 
going completely unnoticed on 
the map. 

Oswestry’s Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital has been getting some bad 
press over management issues 
lately but you certainly can’t 
fault the quality of care provid¬ 
ed for patients at the world fa¬ 
mous Gobowen centre.

Trust in force is key says 
new police commissioner 


west Mercia's new police 
and crime commissioner 
spells out his priorities to 
MARK ANDREWS _ 

WEST Mercia’s newly elected 
Police and Crime Commission¬ 
er has spelt out his priorities, 
revealing increasing public 
confidence in the force is top 
of his agenda. 

John Campion won the role in 
elections earlier this month and 
took over the role from retiring com¬ 
missioner Bill Longmore. 

During his time in the job, Mr Long- 
more played a key role in upgrading 
Oswestry’s CCTV camera system. 

His department gave £68,000 to fit 15 
new cameras and a bank of flat-screen 
monitors to replace the original system 
installed and Oswestry Town Council 
also gave financial support to the upgrad¬ 
ing of the scheme. 

The partnership work led to the new 
CCTV system being described as the best 
in Shropshire. 

Mr Campion, the Conservatives’ candi¬ 
date, beat off a challenge from Labour’s 
Daniel Walton, and pushed Mr Long- 
more’s former deputy commissioner, 
independent candidate Barrie Sheldon, 
into fourth place at the commissioner 
elections on May 5. 

The 39-year-old is a county councillor 
in Worcestershire, serving as cabinet 
member for children and families. 

In 2007 Mr Campion became the 
youngest leader of Wyre Forest District, 
a post he held until 2014. 

He was announced as the Conservative 
candidate for the election at a meeting in 
Droitwich in October last year. 

He lives in Bewdley and has previously 
worked as an intelligence officer in the

prison service, and also served on the 
former West Mercia Police Authority. 

He said: “I feel deeply honoured that 
the people of Shropshire have put their 
trust in me as the new police and crime 
commissioner. 

“I know more needs to be done to 
build trust and confidence in the role. 

“I will work hard in office to build 
that trust and deliver the kind of re¬ 
sults that you have told me you want. 

“I will be a commissioner people can 
have faith in, not just to make good de¬ 
cisions, but to be able to justify them 
as well. 

“I will always be open and transpar¬ 
ent, and will make sure my decisions 
are based on sound evidence, and stand 
up to scrutiny. I value the faith people 
have shown in me and will always make 
sure I am accountable to the public. 

“I believe that as commissioner, I 


must lead by example and one of my 
first acts has been to set out plans to re¬ 
cruit a small community-focused team 
to help me ensure I can hear and act on 
your views. 

“That team will ensure excellent 
links with our local communities, and 
deliver £30,000 annual savings com¬ 
pared to the previous structure. 

“I hope this demonstrates how I plan 
to be frugal and efficient with public 
money. 

“I have consistently said I will always 
make best use of the funds available be¬ 
fore asking for any more, and assuming 
that next year’s funding settlement is 
broadly in line with current projections 
I plan to freeze council tax in 2017/18. 

“Reforming West Mercia Police is a 
big, long-term job. Ultimately though 
it will deliver a more effective police 
service and better value for taxpay¬ 


ers’ money. We have a good, solid and 
hard-working police force in place, and I 
will work hard to back the force and en¬ 
sure that they have the right structures 
and resources to do their vital work 
more effectively and efficiently. 

“Whether that means investing in 
innovative technology or working more 
closely with other public services to cut 
back-office bureaucracy, I want more po¬ 
lice time being spent where it matters 
most - on the frontline. 

“A key priority for me is to make West 
Mercia more secure, ensuring people not 
only are safe, but feel safe too. 

“Types of crime are changing rapidly, 
and I will work closely with the chief 
constable to make sure priority areas 
get the attention they need. 

“Whether they are emerging areas 
such as cyber-crime or extremism, or 
areas where we are seeing increased re¬ 
porting such as domestic or sexual vio¬ 
lence, or areas that have been ignored 
for too long such as business crime or 
rural crime, these are all issues which 
need strong leadership, specific under¬ 
standing, appropriate resources and 
expertise if we are going to make real 
progress in tackling them. 

“Another key priority is to reduce po¬ 
lice response times. 

“Problems like anti-social behaviour 
in our towns, speeding in our villages, 
shoplifting from our businesses and bur¬ 
glaries in our homes; these are all areas 
where we can achieve better results and 
tackle problems that really matter to 
people. 

“That means better detection rates, 
more effective work to prevent crime in 
the first place, and better services for 
people who do become victims of crime. 
It also means looking at how communi¬ 
ties themselves can sometimes take the 
lead, with the police in a supporting role. 
There are some fantastic initiatives such 
as Community Speedwatch schemes al¬ 
ready happening, where people are tak¬ 
ing the lead in tackling an issue that 
matters to them.” 
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At an Adjournment Debate at 
the House of Commons in No¬ 
vember 2015, the Parliamenta¬ 
ry Under Secretary of State for 
Transport, Andrew Jones MP, 
agreed to come to North Shrop¬ 
shire to discover for himself the 
need for long term improve¬ 
ments to the A5. The Minister 
will be visiting this week and I 
will be driving him from Shrews¬ 
bury, joined by local officials, to 
discuss how the dualling of the 
A5 might be progressed. We will 
also visit Pant and Llanymynech 
to raise the vexed issue of the 
bypass where 90 per cent of the 
road is in England with the misery 
caused by heavy traffic borne by 
constituents in North Shropshire 
but where the economic benefit 
is almost entirely Welsh. 

Sorting out the parlous state 
of the A5 has been my longest 
running campaign; it was the 
subject of my first Adjournment 
Debate in 1997. The route carries 
high levels of traffic; data shows 
that this is increasing. The aver¬ 
age number of vehicles travelling 
along the A5 in a day between 
the Welsh border at Chirk Bridge 
and the A483 has increased 
by approximately 33 per cent 
since 1993. The A5 northbound 
Oswestry Bypass features in 
the top 10 least reliable journey 
times. This section of the Trans 
European Network, relied upon 
for national and European freight 
movements, is the only stretch 
which still contains sections of 
single carriageway. The route 
is inadequate for the volume of 
traffic and has frequent conges¬ 
tion. Statistics show that half of 
the accidents on this route in¬ 
volve local drivers. Dual roads 
are statistically safer than single 
track so dualling the A5 will have 
a dramatic impact in reducing 
the number of accidents. 

It is estimated that since the 
early 1990s there have been 
1,443 casualties on the A5 be¬ 
tween the northwest of Shrews¬ 
bury to the Welsh border at Chirk 
of which 48 were fatal, 312 were 
serious and 1,085 were slight. 
Not only are each of these fa¬ 
talities and injuries a tragedy for 
those affected, there is also an 
economic impact. The cost of a 
fatal accident is £2,066,732 at 
2014 prices and values, a seri¬ 
ous accident is £235,791 and 
a slight accident £24,887. The 
total cost to the public purse of 
accidents on the A5 has reached 
in excess of £140 million. 

There are also long term 
economic benefits to be had 
from shortening travel times for 
commuters, freight, tourists and 
those passing through. 

I have invited a broad range of 
local representatives to make the 
case for duelling the A5.1 am ab¬ 
solutely clear that the only long 
term solution is for the Govern¬ 
ment’s Road Investment Strate¬ 
gy to commit to dual the whole 
length of the road.

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BUSINESS CONSULTANT HOODWINKED ME INTO SIGNING 
FEE AGREEMENT. WHAT CAN I DO? 

Q: I own a small florist business and am thinking of retiring, so when I received a call from a business consultant offering to market my business for sale I agreed 
to a meeting. At the meeting the consultant was very positive and said he could achieve a high sale price as demand for my type of business was on the rise. He 
said they would only charge commission if they sold my business and promised there would be no up-front fees or withdrawal charges payable. 

However, as he was leaving he produced a piece of paper and asked me to “just sign here”. He said it was confirmation for his boss that he’d met with me so 
I signed and he gave me the carbon copy before leaving. When I read the paperwork later, I realised I had signed an agency contract which stipulated that a 
£2,000 plus VAT registration fee was payable within 7 days, that there was no cooling off period, and that if I wanted to get out of the contract, I would have to 
pay a £3,000 withdrawal fee. What can I do? 

A: This is typical sharp practice from a sales team. You should consult a solicitor immediately for advice. 

The law governing business-to-business agreements is different to business-to-consumer agreements. As the contract does not have a “cooling-off period”, you 
are not entitled to cancel if you change your mind after signing. Additionally, the law governing unfair terms in contracts is much more limited in a business-to- 
business contract than a business-to-consumer contract. You would therefore not be able to dispute payment of the fees because they are “unfair”. 

However, as the agent made promises that you could withdraw without a fee then you can challenge these charges as the contract was misrepresented to induce 
you to sign the contract. Seek legal advice without delay.

IT’S welcome news to learn of the recent 
investment programme to upgrade the 
main line between Wrexham and Chester. 
For so long this area has been rather ne¬ 
glected against the many improvements in 
the South Wales Valleys. 

The programme needs to go further with 
a local commuter service being developed 
that will serve the immediate areas. 

As Arriva is the main transport provider 
for both rail and bus transport, a developed 
local integrated transport policy is going to 
be much easier. I suggest a regular com¬ 
muter rail service between Shrewsbury and 
Chester running at regular intervals for 


work, shopping and leisure. Furthermore, 
we should open up the old halt system - 
Weston Rhyn, Whitehurst, Newbridge, 
Rhosymendre, Wynnville, Johnstown, Rho- 
styllen, Gresford and Rossett - that also in¬ 
cludes mini-stations between Gobowen and 
Shrewsbury. 

Each of the halt stations would imme¬ 
diately provide easy access for the local 
commuter. The present situation of traf¬ 
fic problems on the A5 and A483 would be 
eased, and the cost of investment in this 
scheme could be far less than upgrading 
the A5/483. 

For many, this service for the working 


population could be a great asset: no more 
tedious driving and no fighting for parking 
spaces that are very expensive. 

For example, on the train’s arrival in Wr¬ 
exham a bus service would be immediately 
available, travelling both clockwise and 
anti-clockwise, calling at places of work, 
shops, supermarkets and the hospital etc 
- a full integrated service with the bus sta¬ 
tion being alongside the General Station. 

The service would be fast and efficient. 
As the saying goes - ‘Let the train take the 
strain’.

The paramedic who answered 
my call said that he was just around the 
corner and two minutes later he was in¬ 
side the house. Another two minutes and 
the ambulance men arrived confirming the 
paramedic’s diagnosis that I had suffered 
one heart attack and was likely to have an¬ 
other. They recommended that I should be 
taken to Stoke by air ambulance - I was 
not going to disagree. 

It was approximately 10.30am when 
I rang the surgery in Oswestry. I was 
wheeled out of the cardiac theatre in 
Stoke at 3pm on the same day, blood clot 
found and removed, arteries repaired and 
strengthened, all without a general anaes¬ 
thetic. I estimate that at least 50 visible 
people were involved in my transport, 
treatment and aftercare - I could fault 
none of them. 

I do not want a privatised NHS or a Eu¬ 
ropean Union driven NHS - the one we 
have suits me fine.’

Patients to 
benefit from 
physio plan 

SURGICAL patients at Oswestry Or¬ 
thopaedic Hospital will benefit from 
increased access to physiotherapy 
treatment as part of a move towards 
full seven-day services. 

The hospital already carries out 
surgical procedures on a Saturday, 
but the therapy team has only been 
available on an on-call basis, with the 
on-site service provided Monday to 
Friday between 8am and 6pm.

She also won the Under 20 Welsh Athlet¬ 
ics Outdoor International with a throw of 
15.25m in Cardiff. 

Back in 2012, Adele was chosen to carry 
the Olympic Torch through Welshpool as 
part of Team GB celebrations.

Heather Chave, is encouraging everyone to 
join in the carnival procession, like they did 
then for the Olympics. 

She said: “There are numerous ways in 
which people can get involved in the pro¬ 
cession.

Various community groups are based in Lla¬ 
nfair Caereinion and the town prides itself in 
its annual carnival.

Llanfair Carnival is a great day out for all 
the family and it gets bigger and brighter every 
year. 

The carnival is a celebration of Llanfair 
Caereinion’s community and surrounding 
area. 

It is run by a small group of volunteers with 
the great support of the local businesses, pubs, 
clubs, schools and Llanfair Caereinion Town 


Council. The carnival transforms the centre of 
Llanfair with its colourful parade and includes 
a host of activities on Mount Field including 
music, dance, sport, entertainment and fair 
rides. 

This year the carnival takes place on Satur¬ 
day, June 18. 

Many people are attracted to Llanfair Caer¬ 
einion because it is in the heart of Montgom¬ 
eryshire’s Banwy valley and is one of the 
smallest towns in Powys. 


The quaint and sleepy exterior of the town 
give it a picture book feel that typifies the 
traditional Welsh countryside. Another huge 
draw for the town is the Welshpool to Llan¬ 
fair Light Railway which offer train rides on a 
regular basis. 

The Church of St Mary stands at the heart of 
Llanfair Caereinion and despite being rebuilt 
in 1868 still retains 15th century roof timbers, 
a fine south doorway and baptismal font from 
the early 13th century. 


The Church in nearby Llanllugan is also of 
particular interest, dating back to the 6th cen¬ 
tury and retaining a 15th century stained glass 
window of true beauty. 

Meanwhile the Adfa Chapel is testament to 
the work of one of Llanfair’s most famous sons, 
the Methodist Preacher Lewis Evans. 

The Arboretum on the banks of the Banwy 
contains over 25 different species of British 
trees and is an idyllic place to wander around 
and enjoy the sound of the river rushing past.

A busy time at 
school in town 


THE Chronicle recently visited Holy 
Trinity C of E Primary School in 
Oswestry to find out more about 
what goes on at the school. 

The school has a clear aim - it wants 
its pupils to leave the school maintaining 
the same excitement about learning with 
which they start. 

Staff at the school work to create a welcoming 
and caring environment, and help pupils to de¬ 
velop the confidence and skills to find out more 
about their own locality and the world beyond. 

Learning takes on many guises at the primary 
school, from cooking to caring for pets, playing 
percussion and planting trees. 

The Church of England school has nine class¬ 
rooms - including its integral nursery which 
is run by a qualified teacher and two NNEB- 
trained teaching assistants. 

“We offer 15 free hours for all children from 
age three with top-up sessions also available, 
places permitting,” school head, Pam Edwards 
said. 

As a Church of England School, it main¬ 
tains close links with Holy Trinity Church and

the Diocese of Lichfield, with pupils attending 
church for the main Christian festivals and the 
church team delivers assemblies and workshops 
in school. There is also the Connect Club which 
celebrates the links with the church. 

But Holy Trinity Primary School is multicul¬ 
tural and children of all religions are welcomed 
and respected. The school runs a weekly English 
club as an additional language after-school club 
for all adults in the community who want to im¬ 
prove their English skills. 

There is a great emphasis on music and sport 
at Holy Trinity, with spacious playing fields and 
playgrounds, trim trails and climbing frames. 

Recently a Year 4 class became involved with 
a special event at Oswestry Library. Children 
spent the day at the library enjoying art and po¬ 
etry workshops. 

An active PTA puts on fundraising events 
such as bingo, fairs and fashion shows. 

Fundraising for outside charities is also im¬ 
portant with the school getting involved in Mac¬ 
millan Cancer Care events, Red Nose Day and 
Sport Relief among others.

Astra heads 
into space

Vauxhall is hoping to increase 
its presence in the compact 
estate sector with the latest 
Astra Sports Tourer. 

MPVs and 4x4s might offer more 
interesting options for family buy¬ 
ers but the solid, practical virtues 
of a good estate are not to be un¬ 
der-estimated. 

This one’s cleaner, more frugal, more 
practical, higher-tech and sharper 
to look at than before. It’s a better 
package all-round. 

When what you need to fit in your 
car just won’t, you need a bigger car. 
Family hatchback owners confronted 
with this nightmare scenario have a 
number of options at their disposal. 
They could take the rugged route with 
a compact 4x4, choose the versatility 
of a mini-MPV or step up to a medium 
range saloon. 

Alternatively, they could turn to 
an extended version of the family 
hatchback they already have. The 
estate car isn’t the trendiest or most 
exciting option, but when you need 
a little bit more room, it does the job. 
Vauxhall’s Astra Sports Tourer is little 
more than an extended Astra hatch 
but it could be all the car you need, 
especially in latest generation form. 

Many of the leading lights in the 
family hatchback sector have an estate 
version. Focus, Golf, Peugeot 308 - 
the manufacturers of all these models 
see the value of tagging another few 
centimetres onto the rear of the five- 
door hatches to give customers the 
option of extra carrying capacity. 

Vauxhall has a history of following 
suit with its Astra but like its rivals, sales 
of Astra estates have traditionally been 
way down on those of the standard 
hatchback versions. 

The compact estate market looks 
likely to remain a niche one but with 
flashy Sports Tourer branding, this 
generation Astra estate could be 
destined to take a bigger slice of it. 

Like the rest of the Astra Sports 
Tourer, the suspension is shared with 
the Astra hatchback. Reducing this 
latest model’s weight by up to 200kgs 
has had a significant effect on the way 
this car drives. 

It now soaks up bumps better and 


turns into the bends more easily, aided 
by a stiffer chassis and torque vectoring 
that helps with cornering traction. As 
before, this Vauxhall does without the 
kind of independent rear suspension 
system you’d find on a rival Ford Focus 
Estate, instead favouring a neat Watts 
linkage system that claims to reduce 
sideways motion between the axle and 
the body of the car as you go through 
the corners. 

Under the bonnet, those in search of 
petrol power have an up-to the-minute 
range of options. 

We’d suggest you bypass the most 
affordable 100PS 1.4-litre engine in 
favour of the lighter, more responsive 
and much more efficient 105PS 1.0-litre 
ECOTEC turbo three cylinder unit. 
If you need more power, there are a 
couple of 1.4-litre Turbo powerplants 
offering 125 or 150PS, plus a top 
200PS 1.6 Turbo option.

Diesel drivers get Vauxhall’s refined 
1.6-litre CDTi ‘whisper diesel’ unit with 
a choice of three power outputs - 110, 
136 or 160PS. The HOPS ecoFLEX 
variant delivers class-leading efficiency 
figures - 91.2mpg on the combined 
cycle and 82g/km of C02. 

The Sports Tourer body shape 
further extends the now-sportier styling 
of the seventh generation five-door 
model. The slightly arched sloping 
roofline gives this estate derivative a 
longer appearance - an effect further 
enhanced by the divided C-pillar. The 
rear view aims to combine practicality 
with a bit of elegant design, but 
overall, the emphasis is on a stable, 
robust and safe stance, with the 
muscular rear-wheel arch contours 
and the divided rear light clusters 
adding to this impression. This latest 
generation Sports Tourer has the same 
dimensions as its predecessor, with a 
length of 4,702mm, a width of 1,871 mm 


and a height of 1,499mm. Despite 
that, it offers much more space for 
passengers and luggage. 

The driver can enjoy 26mm of 
additional headroom and passengers 
in the rear have 28mm more. The 
Sports Tourer’s total cargo capacity 
is now 1,630-litres with the rear seat 
folded, this thanks to more efficient 
packaging. 

At the wheel, the characteristic fascia 
element is what Vauxhall refers to as a 
‘blade’-style panel that stretches right 
across the cabin trimmed in piano 
black with a neat chromed edging. 
Beautifully integrated into it is an 
Intellilink infotainment screen, either 7 
or 8-inches in size. 

There’s a price premium of around 
£1,000 for the Sports Tourer estate 
version over its five-door hatchback 
stablemate and that means you’ll be 
paying from just over £16,500 to around 
£21,000 for mainstream versions. 

At the affordable end of the petrol 
line-up, it’s well worth trying to find 
the £700 premium Vauxhall asks to 
graduate from the entry-level 1.4-litre 
10OPS unit to the far more responsive 
and efficient three cylinder 1.0-litre 
powerplant. 

Want a diesel? Well there are no 
duffers in the Astra black pump line¬ 
up any more - even the base 110PS 
1.6-litre CDTi unit (priced from around 
£18,000) is impressive. Most buyers 
though, pay the necessary premium 
(around £700) to get themselves this 
engine in pokier 136PS guise. 

Conventional automatic transmission 
is only available on the 150PS 1.4-litre 
petrol Turbo model or the 136PS 
version of the 1.6-litre CDTi diesel - for 
a premium of around £1,300 over the 
manual variant. However, at the bottom 
of the range, you can get a simpler 
‘Easytronic’ set-up - essentially a 
manual gearbox without a clutch - on 
the 1.0-litre petrol engine for a premium 
of just £400. 

Standard equipment across the 
range includes alloy wheels and 
an Intellilink colour infotainment 
touchscreen compatible with the 
latest Apple CarPlay and Android 
Auto systems. We particularly like the 
‘OnStar’ personal connectivity system 
that offers destination downloads, 
wi-fi access, vehicle tracking system 
and automatic accident emergency 
response.
